Those that attended the open fo- 
rum and Dieter Kreig’s speech heard 
a lot about opportunities that are 
available, not only as Americans, but 
also as Guernsey breeders. This re- 
port will focus on these opportunities. 
It will mention some of the risks that 
the AGA faces. 

As has been reported many times, 
the greatest risk facing the AGA is the 
financial situation. The AGA is not 
generating enough revenue to cover 
expenses. The solution is simple, ei- 
ther income must be increased or 
expenses must be cut. Many cost 
cutting measures have been imple- 
mented over the two years. 
Unfortunately these have not yet been 
enough. There is only one major area 
left where operating expenses of the 
association can be reduced, and that 
is staff salaries. The association can 
provide basic services with a staff of 
only 6 people. One person would be 
in charge of the records department, 
one person for the appraisal pro- 
gram, one person to put out the 
Journal six times a year instead of 
ten, one person to run finance and 
two secretaries. With these people 
the bare bones of the operation can 
be done. There would be a lot of work 
that would be cut out under this 
scenario. There would be no one to 
work with the shows, All-American 
contest, youth programs, industry 
relations, marketing, international 
market development, and the asso- 
ciation would become very stagnate. 
This is not what Guernsey breeders 
want to happen, but it may be a 
reality that is facing the AGA. 

If the AGA does not want to take 
those steps, the other option is to 
increase income. Over 80% of AGA 
income is accounted for by four pro- 
grams - registrations and transfers; 
TPE and appraisal; Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal advertising; and 
Guernsey Marketing Service. Many 
breeders are already using all four of 
these services and their support is 
appreciated. The goal is to make sure 
that breeders receive a return on 
their investment for participating in 
these programs. Using AGA programs 
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should not to be thought of as dona- 
tions to a church. The AGA does not 
want to be considered as a charitable 
organization. Breeders should be 
thinking that they are investing in 
programs and in their Guernsey cattle 
and future. 

Breeders who are not using all 
four of these programs are encour- 
aged to do so. However, even 
individual participation in all of these 
areas is not enough. Breeders need 
to go out and get their friends and 
neighbors to use these programs, as 
well. With the reduction in field staff 
that has happened, there are not as 
many people to make contact from 
the association staff as before. Breed- 
ers have serve as preliminary field 
men. Any time a breeder comes across 
someone who needs help in registra- 
tions, has questions about appraisals 
or TPE, advertising or marketing, 
please let the AGA staff know. The 
staff is able and willing to do any and 
all follow-up work that can be di- 
rected to us. Breeders can not doit all 
on their own, but if some guidance 
and direction is given to staff as to 
folks that can use the programs and 
services of the AGA, follow-up will be 
done. Again, increasing income would 
certainly brighten the financial pic- 
ture and reduce the risk significantly. 
Enough of that sermon. 

Now on to our opportunities. The 
first area of opportunity is the in- 
creasing rate at which top proven 
bulls are being surfaced. Thinking 
back to just two years ago there were 
no bulls on the active list that were 40 
pounds of protein. Many breeders 
now are not using bulls that are only 
40 pounds of protein because there 
are too many bulls available above 
that level. The breed has a pair of 
bulls that average 50 pounds of pro- 
tein. That’s how fast progress is 
coming. In a couple of weeks the July 
Sire summaries will be received. It is 
possible that a bull will surface with 
a PTA over 55 pounds of protein. 
After that, the breed needs to be 
looking at 60, 65, 70 pounds of pro- 
tein for our bulls. 

The only way bulls have been found 
in the past is the only way bulls are 
going to be found in the future; 
through intensive young sire sam- 
pling. Guernsey breeders took charge 
of their future in the 70’s when the 
young sire groups were formed. A 
plan for maximum genetic progress 
could be as follows. When the July 
sire summary arrives, cut the list off 
after the number 10 bull and throw 
away everything else. If one-half of 
the breed is bred to the top ten bulls

on the list, and the other one-half is 
bred to their sons in AI sampling 
program, there is no end to the ge- 
netic progress that can be made. 

The second area of opportunity is 
in production. Certainly Kevin 
Nedrow and Phil Laesch told of the 
kind of production they are capable 
of getting out of Guernsey cows. It 
was also very interesting to note that 
both of those gentlemen stated that 
they believe that the limiting factor in 
production is not the genetics that 
they have in the cow, it is their own 
skills and abilities in managing these 
cattle and getting feed and the proper 
balance rations and the proper care 
to them. They deserve a lot of credit 
for taking the responsibility on them- 
selves and not placing it on the breed. 
If these breeders are obtaining that 
kind of production and believe that 
there is still milk left in the cows, 
certainly all other breeders can take 
some lessons and get more milk out 
of their cows as well. 

The other item noticed yesterday 
was that the folks that are getting top 
production do not have secrets that 
they are keeping under lock and key. 
They are more than willing to share 
what they are doing with everyone. 
By visiting with breeders who are 
successful and finding out what they 
do to be successful, others can in- 
crease the success on their own herds. 
Certainly increased production per 
cow is the key to increased profitabil- 
ity and popularity of our breed. It has 
been said before and it will be said 
again; if the breed’s production aver- 
age was 2,000 pounds higher than 
what it is, the single biggest chal- 
lenge would be finding enough cows 
to meet the demand. 

A third area of opportunity is the 
MOET program. To put this in differ- 
ent terms, it is essentially a cow 
proving program or a cow sampling 
program. With an advent of animal 
model genetic evaluations where all 
the cow’s relatives contribute to her 
genetic evaluation, it makes sense to 
collect embryos from top pedigreed 
cows, distribute them among herds, 
and test the cow. The Guernsey breed 
led the industry in young sire sam- 
pling 15 years ago with the young 
sire groups. Now the AGA is leading 
the industry again with the MOET 
program. By collecting and distribut- 
ing embryos the truly top cow families 
will be found. By surfacing top cow 
families to go along with top bulls, the 
breed's rate of genetic progress will 
accelerate greatly. 

The fourth area of opportunity is 
in marketing. Certainly the interna-

National Convention Sale 


Average in Nine Years! 


There was an outstanding group of registered Guern- 
sey cattle from all parts of the country sold in the 1992 
National Convention Sale in Pewaukee, Wisconsin. The 
Guernsey breed has news to celebrate, the sale averaged 
$2,773.53 on the 51 lots that entered the sale ring. 

The cattle were housed in a shed next to the Country 
Inn hotel allowing interested buyers to view the animals 
at any time during the convention. On Monday, June 29 
each animals was let to the sale ring located in the grand 
ball room of the hotel to be auctioned off by Gary Estes of 
Ozark, Missouri. John Ayars of Mechanicsburg, Ohio 
made the announcements from the box. Ringmen in- 
cluded Tim Griswold of Black Earth, Wisconsin, Jim 
Trotter of Enon Valley, Pennsylvania and Bob Griggs of 
Seminole, Oklahoma. The sale was co-managed by the 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ Association and Guern- 
sey Marketing Service. Clark Vilter of Hartland and David 
Kipp of North Prairie were the co-chairmen from Wiscon- 
sin. 

Topping all consignments and starting a super sale 
was the syndicated bull consigned by Phil and Joyce 
Laesch of Curtiss, Wisconsin. Laeschland Smokin Billy 
Jo was struck off at $21,000 making him the highest 
priced Guernsey sold at public auction in the past seven 
years. Billy Jo will be sampled by eighty-one syndicate 
members and American Breeders Service of DeForest, 
Wisconsin. He is a Wampanoag Fayette Smokey son out 
of Laeschland Pender Billy Jean, an EX-90 Pender 
ranked number 72 on the January 1992 CPI list. At 2-01 
she has 24,140M 1,056F and 835P in 365 days and had 
a 1/92 PTA +1,112M +51F +$139 +43P +$149. The 
grandam of Smokin Billy Jo is Laeschland TS Biddy, EX- 
94. 

The second animal in the ring and high selling female 
in the sale was lead by Dick Richards, owner of the hotel. 
Laeschland Frank Blythe-ET is from the same family as 
Billy Jo. Blythe is a Spring Walk B T Frank daughter out 
of Biddy and bred to Perfecto. Biddy is a Gold Star Cow 
with three records over 21,000M and 1,050F and three 
national class leading records for protein. Blythe was 
consigned by Phil and Joyce Laesch and purchased by 
Kenneth Forster of Lynden, Ontario. 

Coulee Crest Andy Gem-ET was the top selling cow of 
the sale at $4,200. Gem was bred and consigned by 
Donald Peterson of Cashton, Wisconsin. A four-year-old 
Olympic View Prince Andy-Twin daughter, Gem milked

104 pounds of milk on her first test and had a projected 
actual of 21,470M 837F 677P. She is backed by an EX- 
91 Gold Star dam with over 100,000 pounds of milk 
lifetime. Great Hill Dairy, Incorporated purchased this 
individual bred to Perfecto. 

At $4,300, Cross Lea Ideals Gleam-ET commanded 
the top price for an open heifer. This Wooded View 
Admiral Ideals daughter of the number one CPI cow on 
the January 1992 list was sold to Custodio de Almeido of 
Brazil. She has a parent average of +1,218M +62F +49P 
and is backed by two VG-88 Gold Star dams. She was 
consigned by Gene Cross and family of Sherburn, Minne- 
sota. 

To top the five embryo packages that sold in the sale, 
Marfred Farms of Saluda, South Carolina sold a first 
choice female of five pregnancies due in September and 
October for $2,750. The flush is by Lily Lane Penny 
Perfecto-ET and out of Marfred Able Bossie, a VG-87 Able 
daughter with 4-10 365D 28,190M* 1,275F 964P* and 
ranked 224 on the. January 1992 CPI list.Ernest R. 
Berousek Trustee of Yukon, Oklahoma purchased this 
package. 

This year’s sale featured 51 consignments backed by 
impressive quality genetics. Seven cows were scored 
excellent, 24 were out of excellent dams, eight were out 
of dams on the January 1992 CPI list and 20 were from 
dams with 20,000 pounds of milk.

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115th Annual Meeting of 
The American Guernsey Association 


Over 200 members, staff and 
guests attended the 115th annual 
meeting of the American Guernsey 
Association (AGA) which was called 
to order at 8:05 a.m. by President 
Cline Brubaker of Rocky Mount, Vir- 
ginia on Monday, June 29 at the 
Country Inn Hotel in Pewaukee, Wis- 
consin. Following the invocation 
offered by Arlyn Hempler of Iowa, 
Convention Co-Chairman Bernard 
Pralle of Onalaske, Wisconsin wel- 
comed everyone to the host state. 
“Wisconsin people are very active and 
hardworking, they do take:a stand. 
Not everyone will agree with them, 
but I will say this, I have not heard 
anyone in Wisconsin that has any- 
thing bad to say about the Guernsey 
breed. Everybody is positive, we think 
there are many opportunities. Wis- 
consin was the most active state to 
get protein pricing. We have accom- 
plished this pricing system in 
Wisconsin and need to accomplish it 
over the entire country and with that 
there will be a great future for the 
Guernsey breed,” explained Pralle. 

AGA Executive Secretary-Trea- 
surer Erick Metzger presented the 
Call to the Annual Meeting which was 
mailed to the active membership, as 
well as published in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. Lee Riggs of Evans- 
ville, Indiana was chairman of the 
Proxy Committee. Also serving on the 
committee were Eldon Moss of Iowa 
City, lowa and Kevin Nedrow of Clifton 
Springs, New York. Riggs reported 
that 104 proxies had been received, 
95 of which had come to the commit- 
tee, 6 to members other than the 
proxy committee and three that were 
invalid. Riggs was also asked to serve 
as parlimentarian for the day. Those 
present in person or by proxy consti- 
tute a quorum. 

President Brubaker then intro- 
duced the Election Committee which 
consisted of Vernon Winterhof from 
Aurelia, Iowa, chairman; Mike 
Kaltenbach of Bellevue, Ohio; Ed 
Jasurda, of Phillips, Wisconsin and 
Gene Cross of Sherburn, Minnesota. 

The next point of business was a 
call for the reading of the minutes of 
the 114th annual meeting held on 
June 24, 1991 in St. Louis, Missouri. 
On a motion by Gerald Borgwardt of 
Manitowoc, Wisconsin and seconded 
by Leroy Lindley of Oxford, Ohio, the 
group unanimously dispensed with 
the reading of the minutes and ac- 
cepted them as printed in the August 
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5, 1991 Guernsey Breeders’ Journal.

The entire magazine is now laid out 
with desktop publishing and sent to 
the printer on disks, including the 
column inch ads which has reduced 
Journal printing costs. 

At the December Board Meeting a 
$10 national show entry fee was 
passed. This action has been re- 
scinded, there will not be a $10 fee 
charged per animal at the national 
shows by the AGA. To reduce some of 
the show expenses, the members of 
the AGA show committee have of- 
fered their assistance when needed. 
The board reviewed the judges for the 
1993 national shows. 

There will be a junior three-year- 
old and a senior three-year-old class 
at all three national shows and a 
senior yearling in-milk class at Lou- 
isville. 

This year more than one entrant 
per state was allowed to enter the 
National Outstanding Young Farmer 
and National Outstanding Youth con- 
tests. There were 13 youth applicants 
and 10 young farmer applicants in 
the 1992 contests. The applications 
for the youth, young farmer, national 
queen and master breeder awards 
have been revised for 1993. 

MARKETING COMMITTEE 

“This will be one of the shorter 
reports probably but it is one of the 

more’ impor- 
tant,” began 
Chairman 
Truman Weaver 
of Goshen, Indi- 
ana when 
making his re- 
port on behalf of 
the Marketing 
Committee. 
ot ses This year 
Guernsey Marketing Service will help 
or manage 3 to 4 dispersals and help 
in 3 to 4 consignment sales. Weaver 
stated, “Marketing is very important 
to our business, we want to empha- 
size that and continue to encourage 
it. 1 think that it is important that we 
support sales with our consignments 
and with buying and bidding. One of 
the important aspects of our busi- 
ness is to move cattle and to sell 
cattle. Many times I get requests from 
people looking for cattle. If1 can’t help 
them, it is always nice to know that 
you can turn to GMS for help.” 

“If you were here Saturday night 
for the Youth Banquet, you saw that 
we had three winners in the Guern- 
sey Gold Sale,” he said. With these

sales, the calves are designated espe- 
cially for youth and 15% of the 
commission monies are set aside for 
a production contest. This program 
was started several years ago and the 
winners have enjoyed the profits of 
their labors. Weaver said, “We are 
suggesting and encouraging that 
more emphasis be placed on the 
Guernsey Gold heifer sales. We would 
like to sell ten heifers per year with 
perhaps five in the national conven- 
tion sale where the youth are in 
attendance.” There are several states 
that have indicated that they would 
sell one or two heifers in their state 
sales. 

Weaver concluded his remarks by 
relating, “I think there are many 
things to be optimistic about. We are 
certainly encouraged about the for- 
eign interest. We ask for your support 
for the services of Guernsey Market- 
ing Service.” 

RECORDS COMMITTEE 

Lee Riggs of Evansville, Indiana, 
chairman of the Records Committee 

presented the re- 
port to. the 


w_ members. Riggs 
said, “Registra- 
tions continue to 
provide 


over 
40% of the total 
income of the as- 
sociation and 
registration 
____ Riggs numbers con- 
tinue to decline. 13,006 registrations 
were received in 1991. 6,605 have 
been received through the end of 
May. Staff is continually looking for 
simpler methods to get registration 
information to the office. Registration 
by telephone was tried by some of the 
directors without much satisfaction, 
but will be studied further. Use of 
uniform calf ID pages from the DHIA 
processing centers is probably the 
simplest method to date and we en- 
courage their use. Registrations by 
direct information from the DHI pro- 
cessing centers is very simple where 
it is available but needs to be ex- 
panded. Since this is the computer 
age the next move may be transmit- 
ting registration information directly 
from the on-farm computer.” In 1991, 
18 states received registration re- 
bates. The program has been 
extended for 1992. 

Riggs also noted that at the De- 
cember board meeting it was 
approved to add the following state- 
ment to the registration certificate at 
the next printing, ‘The ownership of 
this animal has been transferred on 
the records of the American Guern- 
sey Association as follows, but in no 


event is it deemed a guarantee of the 
legal or equitable ownership of the 
animal.’ 

At the December board meeting, 
the Multiple Ovulation Embryo Trans- 
fer (MOET) program was introduced 
by Tim Griswold and approved by the 
board. A four member advisory com- 
mittee has been established and the 
first round of donor dams has been 
nominated. This program will greatly 
shorten the generation intervals and 
thus speed up the genetic improve- 
ment in the Guernsey breed. 

Other statistics include: 257 herds 
with 11,876 cows were enrolled in 
the TPE program in 1991. OnJune 1, 
266 herds with 11,855 cows were 
enrolled for 1992. The Records Com- 
mittee looked carefully at the TPE 
program during the June meeting. 
Riggs commented, “We have serious 
questions about the value of the DHIR 
program. We will study the program 
further and there may be changes 
coming for 1993. We need your input 
on this.” 

1991 involved the move from the 
joint type appraisal program with 
American Jersey Cattle Club to the 
AGA management of our own ap- 
praisal program. The change has gone 
smoother than expected. 

The Type Committee met on Fri- 
day, June 26 and looked at the 
longevity study completed by Iowa 
State University. It compares func- 
tional type with herd life and allows 
the cow to tell us what she needs to 
look like to stay in the herd longer. Al 
Kuck lead this discussion. Riggs said, 
“In the future, the PTI index will have 
type factor based on PTA herd life 
rather than PTA type. The Type Com- 
mittee also placed the maximum final 
score of 90 points on first lactation 
cows. This will apply to both the 
assigned and calculated final scores.” 

The Board approved 20 new AGA 
members in December and 103 new 
members at the June meeting, re- 
sulting in 123 members in the past 
year. 
“Due to a misunderstanding or 
lack of communication, the adoption 
of amendment IV to the Constitution 
last year caused many of us to not be 
allowed to vote at this year’s annual 
meeting. We apologize. It was not the 
intent of the Board to keep any active 
member from voting but to keep any 
individual from voting twice. We hope 
we have corrected this situation for 
next year and all of those families or 
farm memberships will be receiving a 
voting membership in the name of 
the agent who signed for that mem- 
bership,” explained Riggs. 

Riggs concluded his report with, 


“The Young Sire Program is vital to all 
of us. The Young Sire groups are all 
losing memberships as herds are sold. 
We need more herds participating to 
adequately sample the young sires 
and give us reliable proofs. If you are 
not now participating in a young sire 
group, please consider it. If your 
neighbor isn’t, sign him up.” 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 
Ralph Turley from Mansfield, Ohio 
is chairman ofthe Finance Commitee. 
mm Turley stated, 
“This is probably 
the least desir- 
able report to 
give and maybe 
the most impor- 
tant. Finances 
continue to be a 
major concern of 
your board and 
a cepa MI 

Turley reported, “The financial 
statements for 1991 and 1990 are 
shown in your ‘Report to the Mem- 
bership’. The good news for 1991 is 
that the board and staff working to- 
gether were able to cut operating 
expenses $170,997 compared to 
1990. Going into detail, on April 1, 
1991 the AGA started processing its 
own breed data information. As a 
result, we saved $39,875 instead of 
leasing Jersey’s computer to do this 
processing. We were also able to save 
$33,323 on printing costs for the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal last year 
by doing more of it ourselves and by 
negotiating a lower per page price 
with the printer. We saw a savings of 
$28, 166 from reducing staff last year 
due to the new efficiencies from our 
own computer system. We saved 
$8,257 in interest by paying off the 
Guernsey Foundation for the build- 
ing and other debts of the association.” 

Other good news for 1991 is that 
the building currently owned by the 
AGA continues to appreciate in value 
by about 67% or $143,000 more than 
was paid for the building in 1988. 

The association also provided to 
breeders improved service and faster 
turnaround on registrations in 1991 
as a result of the new computer sys- 
tem. 

Turley then reported on the other 
side of the news, “Income was down 
$202,675 in 1991 compared to 1990. 
This is due largely to an inactive GMS 
during 1991 where revenues were 
down $68,225 and also due to the 
interest revenue loss of $57,050 from 
the early payoff of the New Hamp- 
shire building note that had been 
earning 12%. Income was also down 
for registrations by $18,599, TPE 
income was down by $22,259 and

Turley returned to the podium to introduce Shirley 
Wright and indicated that it was indeed a privilege and 
_a pleasure to present this award to Edward J. Wright. 
Turley described Ed as “one that has always thought 
that you should pay back some”. Wright grew up in 
‘Saginaw, Michigan from Arthur Hill High 
School. After high school Ed attended a two-year short 
course at Michigan State University. Years later he paid 
back to the community by serving on the Hemlock Board 
of Education and as a 4-H leader for 20 years. 

“Ed has followed this same pattern with the Guernsey 

association. He pays back that which he has received 
from the many, many friends and association with those 
friends,” Turley continued. Ed purchased his first 

Guernsey in 1931. After working at Cesor Farms for 
_ George Newlin and Albert Kessler, Ed returned to Saginaw 
and operated Grand Maple Guernsey Farm which con- 
sisted of 70 head of Guernseys on the 120 acre farm. He 
sold under the Golden Guernsey trademark to Superior 
Dairy in Saginaw. The herd participated in DHIR and 
HIR testing and classification. While serving as an AGA 
field representative for 27 years, Wright has assisted 
many breeders with dispersals, registrations, and given 
them advice to improve their Guernsey herds. 

“Ed serves as superintendent of the Guernsey show at 
the North American International Livestock Exposition 
and Dairy Cattle superintendent at the Michigan State 
Fair. The people who nominated Ed and wanted Ed in 
these positions had worked with him at shows. They 
knew that when Ed said “No, you can’t show it” that was 
it and you didn’t show the animal. Ed had earned their 
respect. He was always fair in his justifications and 
carried them out to the fullest.” 

Turley described Wright as a “people person” and 
person with “no enemies”. “Ed has the ability to pur- 
chase an animal for a person who is not at a sale and the 
person is happy. Ed purchased the cow for Askews that 
was the first place aged cow at the NGS-Louisville in 
1990. Ed has worked a lot of sales and he never ended 
up with a bid that he didn’t have a buyer to back it up. 
Ed exemplifies integrity to the highest degree.” 
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advertising revenue was down $36,949.” 

All of the above gave an operating loss for 1991 of 
$89,112. Taking into effect the non-operating items, the 
AGA netted $262,708. Turley said, “Even with all of the 
cost cutting measures taken last year, we were not able 
to offset the drastic decline in revenues. 

“Now for 1992, we can not change it, but we can put 
some implemations into place that may help offset that,” 
explained Turley. “As of the end of May this year, the AGA 
is showing a profit of $30,108. Staff has projected a loss 
for the year of about $70,000. Thus, the board took 
actions at this meeting that will cut expenses, just as last 
year and hope that these cuts will be enough to offset the 
decline in revenues. Board and staff continue to work to 
make sure the AGA dollars are being spent as wisely as 
possible to promote the Guernsey cow and to serve you 
as breeders.” Turley concluded by encouraging everyone 
to get their registrations in and processed.

The re- 
sults of this research were reported to the Type Committee 
at this June meeting. They are looking at ways to incor- 
porate these results into the appraisal program. 
Ultimately, this research will help Guernsey owners 
breed longer-lasting more durable cattle,” said Erdman. 

The Foundation is awaiting research proposals for the 
MOET Program to assist in collecting and distributing 
embryos from the breed’s best cows. Another research 
proposal is being drafted to evaluate the results of the 
Guernsey Genetic Growth program to date. 

“The Guernsey Foundation also appreciates the agree- 
ment of 21st Century Genetics, Western Guernsey Sires 
and Dairybelt Guernsey Sires. 21st Century is paying a 
5% semen royalty on all their bulls proven through 
Western Guernsey Sires and Dairybelt Guernsey Sires to 
the Guernsey Foundation. Western Guernsey Sires and 
Dairybelt Guernsey Sires then match this 5%,” explained 
Erdman. 

He concluded that anyone knowing of estates or 
individuals that could be encouraged to contribute to the 
Foundation can receive a 10% reimbursement.

Presented at the 115th annual meeting of the American Guernsey Association, June 29, 1992. 


Greetings, fellow Guernsey breed- 
ers and all others that support us! I 
am glad you are present and hope 
you have enjoyed our convention. I 
would like to extend appreciation to 
all the people here in Wisconsin who 
helped make this possible.

Cline Brubaker I would like to thank the Board 
————_ Members for the time they have given 
to serve. I hope that all members appreciate their work as 
much as I do. It is a big responsibility to try to be aware 
of all views of breeders and then to arrive at decisions that 
are in the best interest for the breed. An example is the 
change in fees this spring. Without these fee increases to 
boost revenue, substantial cuts in expenses resulting in 
reduced services would have been necessary. I feel our 
finances are somewhat better than at the same period 
last year. We have reduced expenses the first 5 months 
by over $38,000, while income has fallen by only $8,000. 
Registrations for the first 5 months are over 1/2 the 
registrations received all last year. I encourage you to 
keep up the good work that keeps our assets strong. 

I have asked the Board to help form a Production 
Committee to help communicate to all, the things that will 
enhance production management in our Guernsey cows. 

We are being divided and torn apart by the challenges 
that face us. Why should we let this happen? Many of us 
are religious people who have tolerance, acceptance and 
compassion of others’ religious and personal beliefs. 
Can't this be so in our breed? 

We all know the things we appreciate about the 
Guernsey cow whether it be temperament, color, milk 
flavor or personal preference. Let’s work together to 
strengthen the Guernsey breed instead of tearing it 
apart. 

There are several things the purebred Guernsey breeder 
should do: 

1. Let’s keep all of our purebred Guernseys registered. 
2. Let’s all use young sires program so we can prove a 
strong battery of bulls from which we select the best. 
3. Let’s all appraise our cattle so we will better know 
which characteristics are important and which bulls will 
help our breed the most. 

4. Let’s all advertise so that others will know what we 
are doing and how proud we are of our Guernseys. 

5. Let’s all participate in a testing program - be it DHIA, 
DHIR, or TPE (that combines registration, appraisal and 
testing in one package). 

6. Let’s all manage with our best ability for high produc- 
tion and efficiency or production so that our lifestyles or 
standards of living are such that others want to be like us. 
7. Let's all work to keep attractive farms and cattle that 
will demonstrate to consumers the pride of a job well done 
so they will want to consume our products. Let’s be sure 
that the quality of our product is above reproach. 

Let’s all support shows and sales of Guernseys with 
our attendance. The past year I attended all 3 national 
shows and several sales. The rewards are great, be it 
fellowship with Guernsey breeders, renewal of old friend- 
ships, or the building of new ones. You gain an appreciation 
of the Guernseys shown and the labor of love shown by 
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the exhibitors. Let’s show support for the people showing 
or selling with our attendance. They appreciate an audi- 
ence. 

8. Let’s all wear something that identifies us as Guern- 
sey people to each other and to other people. We can do 
this with such things as hats, shirts, lapel pins, etc. I 
encourage you to wear them not only to Guernsey func- 
tions but also cooperative meetings, farm shows and 
sales and any other meetings where farm people will be 
together to identify you as a Guernsey farmer. Let’s show 
our pride! Let’s all be not only Guernsey breeders but 
Guernsey promoters. 

I hope no one will give up on the Guernsey cow and 
discontinue registrations, young sire programs partici- 
pation, appraisals, advertising or any of the other Guernsey 
programs. For when they do, they are saying in essence, 
that they can no longer accept the challenge. 

I accept the challenges to our breed and industry. I 
believe the Guernsey cow can compete in the dairy 
industry and that we should do our utmost to keep the 
Guernsey breed in the best possible position to compete 
with all other breeds. 

A piece of steel does not become strong until it has 
been tempered by fire. 

Let’s make sure we as Guernsey breeders accept the 
challenge, whatever it may be and do all that is humanly 
possible to make our breed strong and as attractive to 
others as it is to each one of us.

tional market that is developing is very exciting. Not only 
are cattle involved, but also embryos, semen and bulls. 
These represent new sources of revenue for most Guern- 
sey breeders. The World Guernsey Conference will provide 
more opportunities to develop new markets. Three years 
ago at the conference in Canada, contacts were made 
with many Guernsey breed leaders in other countries. 
Because of follow up on those contacts, there are now 
regular procedures in place to send pedigrees of top 
young bulls to England, the Island of Guernsey, Austra- 
lia, and New Zealand, as young bulls enter sampling 
programs. The leaders in those countries scan the pedi- 
grees to decide which of the U.S. young sires they would 
help sample. This is creating a new market for U.S. 
Guernsey genetics. In order for AI organizations to con- 
tinue to sample bulls at their present rate, there must be 
a market for Guernsey semen. If there is a market for 
Guernsey semen, Guernsey bulls will continue to be 
sampled. 

A few remarks about the Guernsey Genetic Growth 
program are also in order. As with any program this 
program has opportunities and it also has risks. The 
program offers the opportunity to expand the influence of 
Guernsey genetics throughout the dairy industry. The 
risk of the program is the continued polarization of the 
organization and division of the members. As Bruce 
Larsen said yesterday, it seems like it is “us and them” 
instead of “we”. The unique aspect of the GGG program 
is that the risk of the polarization and division is entirely 
under our control. It does not have to cause polarization 
and division unless we allow it to cause polarization and 
division. The final say on the GGG program will rest in 
hands of the members. The board has to approve an 
amendment to the By-Laws by a two-thirds majority vote 
to delete this program. Next the amendment would go to 
membership for a vote and requires a majority vote.

Metzger started by, “It is indeed a 
special honor and privilege to present 
a special citation today to the W. D. 
Hoard & Sons Company, William D. 
Knox and Eugene C. Meyer. Cer- 
tainly listing the many contributions 
of this company and these men could 
take most of the day to cover. Their 
special talents have benefited many 
civic organizations as well as all of 
agriculture and, specifically, the dairy 
industry.” 

Bill Knox, a graduate of Michigan 
State University, joined the staff of 
Hoard’s Dairyman as youth editor in 
1941. He was named editor in 1949, 
and he still serves in that capacity 
today. He is only the third editor in 
the publication’s 125 year history. 
Bill became president and general 
manager of W. D. Hoard & Sons Com- 
pany in 1972. 

The high regard given Mr. Knox is 
evidenced by his service on special 
commissions to three U.S. Presidents. 
He has also served at the request of 
five Secretaries of Agriculture. 

Gene Meyer, a graduate of Iowa 
State University, joined the Hoard’s 
Dairyman staff in 1948. He was 
named managing editor in 1972 and 
held that position until he retired in 
1990. Gene has been honored by 
over a dozen national organizations. 
In 1972 Gene also took on the re- 
sponsibility of managing the Hoard’s 
Dairyman herd. At that time the herd 
average was less than 500 pounds of 
butterfat. In 1991 the herd’s DHIR 
ME average was 17,377M, 822F and 
578P ranking second in the nation 
for herds over 75 cows. The Hoards’ 
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Dairyman Farm has a bull currently 
on the active Al list, Dairyman Telestar 
Sheldon. This bull was sampled by 
Dairybelt Guernsey Sires, and the 
Hoards farm was a charter member 
of this organization. Established be- 
fore 1900, Hoard’s is the oldest 
continuously registered Guernsey 
herd in North America. The farm has 

cvcloped many Excellent cows, and 
has been among the top 30 produc- 
tion herds in the nation since 1979.

Laeschland Farm, owned by Phil 
and Joyce Laesch of Curtiss, Wiscon- 
sin, won the awards for high DHIR 
herd for milk and protein production 
in 1991. The herd DHIR ME average 
was 20,228M 891F 711P on 32 lacta- 
tions. 

Land of Living Farm, owned by 
John and Bonnie Ayars and Sons of 
Mechanicsburg, Ohio, was the high 
herd for butterfat production. On 17 
lactations, the DHIR ME average was 
19,705M 898F 698P. The write-up 
on these two herds accompanies this 
report. 

NEW BUSINESS

It was stated by Bruce Larson, “To 
better explain it, all we are asking the 
membership to do from the resolu- 
tion committee is to seek legal counsel 
and check it out before they vote.” 

President Brubaker explained the 
action and intent of the board. “I 
think the consideration by the board 
and what we have said from the 
incesion of this vote, was to cut loose 
the GGG program. The steps that we 
knew we would have to take were, 
first to consult with counsel, the sec- 
ond step would have to go back to the 
board where it would take a two- 
thirds majority vote to delete the 
article from the bylaws, and then it 
would have to go to the voting mem- 
bership by ballot to delete this article.” 

President Brubaker said, “The 
motion that was voted on by the AGA 
board of directors was to eliminate 
GGG as a program of the AGA and 
allow those breeders who wish to 
continue pursuing this activity to con- 
tact the AGA for services they wish to 
have provided to them. All GGG infor- 
mation is to be made available to 
them at their request. This indicates 
the steps that need to be taken.” 

After all discussion, the question 
was called for Resolution [IX. There 
were 20 votes in favor and 143 votes 
opposed. The resolution did not pass. 

Ernest Berousek commented, 
“That public relation is important 
and common sense must prevail.”

HIGH HERD PRODUCTION AWARDS

The awards for high producing DHIR herds for 1991 were presented to 
Laeschland Farm, Curtiss, WI and Land of Living Farm, Mechanicsburg, OH. 

Laeschland Farm, the operation of Phil, Joyce, Michelle, Dan and Darren 
Laesch, receives the award for the highest DHIR herd average for milk and 
protein for the third consecutive year. The 1991 DHIR mature equivalent 
average for the was 20,288 pounds of milk, 891 pounds of butterfat and 711 
pounds of protein based on 32 cows. The herd ranked second for butterfat. 

The Laeschland Guernsey herd began in 1970 when Phil purchased an 
animal in the Illinois State Sale. The Laeschs developed their herd and 
Guernsey know-how as they worked with the Hoard’s Dairyman herd in Fort 
Atkinson and Fauver Hill herd with Bernard and Mary Pralle. 

The herd now consists of 100 registered Guernseys - 50 milking cows and 
50 calf and heifer replacements. The herd is housed in a tie stall barn. Heifers 
are raised in loose housing and are pastured during the summer months. 

Phil attributes the achievement of their herd average to “paying attention 
to all details”. He cites three major areas of management as the keys to 
success. Genetics must be there to obtain high production. Health and 
comfort must be top notch to for the cows to achieve their genetic capabilities. 
The total dry matter intake of a high-energy, well-balanced ration must be 
maximized. Phil emphasizes that when a dairyman can cull for low produc- 
tion, instead of reproductive failure or severe type flaws, then real progress 
can be made. 

To continue to develop the genetic potential of the herd, the Laesch's are 
currently using Perfecto, Magic, Mercury, Pender and Smokey as service 
sires. All are 40 pounds of protein or higher. Twenty-five percent of the herd 
is bred to young sires. Many of the top indexing cows are flushed and heifers 
with lower parent averages are used as recipients. 

The raising of calves to develop well grown healthy replacement heifers 
ranks high on the priority list at Laeschland Farm. Phil stresses that they do 
not skimp on their heifers at any stage of development. 

The Laeschland prefix currently appears on 35 cows that appeared on the 
All-Time National Class Leader lists that were printed at the end of 1991. 
Numerous class leading records have been made by cows under the watchful 
eye of the Laesch family. Phil has trained everyone on the farm to watch for 
early signs of sickness, heat or anything else that might pose as a potential 
hazard to the animals. 

In late September or early October Phil usually heads for Madison with a 
show string to compete at World Dairy Expo. Phil serves on the AGA show 
committee. Phil received the National Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer 
award in 1983.

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DHIR herd average for milk which is sponsored by the 
Pennsylvania Guernsey Breeders Association. The award 
for high herd average for protein was presented by Laurie 
Askew, representing the sponsor the California Guern- 
sey Cattle Club. 

The award for the highest DHIR herd average for 
butterfat was presented to Land of Living Farm, 
Mechanicsburg, OH by the Illinois Guernsey Breeders 
Association. The 1991 DHIR mature equivalent average 
for the Land of Living herd was 19,705 pounds of milk, 
898 pounds of butterfat, and 689 pounds of protein on 17 
lactations. This herd ranked second for milk and protein. 

Land of Living Farm is operated by John and Bonnie 
Ayars and their three sons, Eli, Austin and Lucas. The 
Guernsey herd is maintained at the farm where John and 
Bonnie live and the Ayars family serves as the labor force 
in this operation. The Ayars’ also operate a large freestall 
commercial dairy on another farm. 

John and Bonnie emphasize that their production is 
due to the attention paid to details and care given to the 
animals. The cows are kept in box stalls, tie stalls or on 
an outside pack. The calves are started in hutches. With 
Bonnie's TLC the calves receive a good start. As the calves 
develop, they are moved into super hutches in groups of 
four or five. The heifers are then moved to a pole barn 
where they are grouped by age and size. 

Mating decisions are based on type with production. 
John and Bonnie both make recommendations when 
making decisions on service sires. They are currently 
using bulls from the top of the active Al list as well as the 
young sires that they have bred that are in AI young sire 
programs. The feeding program at Land of Living is 
simple. Cows are fed hay and grain six or seven times per 
day. 

The Land of Living herd has won numerous awards on 
the tanbark trail. Their display of outstanding Guernseys 
is seen at the Ohio State Fair and National Guernsey 
shows. Bonnie serves as chairman of the AGA Show 
Committee. Land of Living Farm also hosts many colle- 
giate and 4-H judging teams for a practice sessions as the 
teams pass through Ohio as they travel to Harrisburg and 
Madison. 

Cows that have made class-leading records, graced 
the High CPI list, and won blue ribbons in the show ring 
all have resided in the Land of Living barn. To have cows 
that do all three - is a combination that is strived for.

Functional type was made an important selection tool 
and the herd has been appraised regularly since Elmer 
Hansen started as the first classifier in 1946. 

Perhaps this is the ultimate test for judging the merit of 
the breeding in a herd - how well they do in other dairymen’s 
herds. Several Suneslope bulls have been influential in AI. 
Three were on the active list in the late 70s and early 80s. 
Now three more are adding up points. 

In spite of always being hampered by asthma, Al could 
always push himself into a higher gear when it was time to 
plant or make hay. By setting the right priorities and 
channeling hard work into the details of the job, they have 
developed their operation into a standard for others to try 
and emulate. Bentleys have always been secure in the 
knowledge that purebred Guernseys are not only the most 
profitable breed of dairy cattle in the world, but also the 
most enjoyable to spend a lifetime in pursuing their 
continuing improvement.
